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CANCER REGISTRATION IN ENGLAND AND WALES, 1965 


Introduction 

Since 1962 all patients suffering from cancer and seen at a hospital in England 
and Wales have been, or should have been, registered by a Cancer Registry. This 
volume describes the patients registered in 1965 and compares them with patients 
registered in previous years and in other countries. Tables are also included which 
give the five-year survival of patients registered in 1960, when all hospitals except 
those in the Manchester Region were included in the scheme. For certain sites more 
detailed studies of survival in relation to stage and other factors are described. 


Definitions 


Cancer: 

For the purposes of the registration scheme the term ‘cancer’ includes all 
malignant neoplasms and the reticuloses, i.e. conditions listed under numbers 140- 
205 of the International Statistical Classification of Diseases, Injuries and Causes 
of Death, 7th Revision, 1955. Benign neoplasms and neoplasms of unspecified nature 
of the brain, including the pineal and pituitary bodies, are also registered, to- 
gether with pre-malignant cases of carcinoma of the uterus (‘carcinoma-in-situ’ ). 


Staging: 

For Table 11 the staging used in this, as in previous reports, is as follows: 

EP, = (early primary without secondaries) 
a localised primary growth, i.e. one which has not invaded surrounding 
tissues, with no clinical involvement of lymphatic glands or distant 
metastases 

EP, = (early primary with secondaries) 
a localised primary growth with clinical involvement of lymphatic glands 
or distant metastases 

LP, = (late primary without secondaries) 
a growth which has invaded surrounding tissues with no clinical involve- 
ment of lymphatic glands or distant metastases 

LP, = (late primary with secondaries) 


an invasive growth with clinical involvement of lymphatic glands or 
distant metastases. 

Table 12 shows the incidence of cancer of the breast staged in accordance with 
the system recommended by the International Union against Cancer (UICC). This was 
only possible in 6,299 out of a total of 16,664 registrations with this neoplasm. 
Each case is categorised in three ways, T = primary tumour, N = regional lymph 
nodes, and M = distant metastases. These categories are listed below together with 
the four stage groupings derived from them. 


T.N.M. Categories: 
T - PRIMARY TUMOUR 


Tl - Tumour of 2 cm or less in its greatest dimension 
- Skin not involved, except in the case of Paget’s disease confined to the 
nipple 
- No retraction of nipple 
- No pectoral muscle fixation 
- No chest wall fixation 


T2 - Tumour more than 2 cm but not more than 5 cm in its greatest dimension 
or Incomplete skin fixation (tethered or dimpled) 
or Nipple retraction (in sub-areolar tumours) 
or Paget’s disease extending beyond the nipple 
- No pectoral muscle fixation 
- No chest wall fixation 


T3 - Tumour more than 5 cm but not more than 10 cm in its greatest dimension 
or Skin fixation complete (infiltrated or ulcerated) 
or Peau d’orange present in the tumour area 
or Pectoral muscle fixation (incomplete or complete) 
- No chest wall fixation 
T4 + Tumour of more than 10 cm in its greatest dimension 
or Skin involvement or peau d’orange wide of the tumour but not beyond 
the breast area 
or Chest wall fixation 
Note: The chest wall includes the ribs, intercostal muscles and serratus 
anterior muscle; it does not include the pectoral muscle. 


N - REGIONAL LYMPH NODES 


NO - No palpable homolateral axillary lymph nodes 

N1 - Homolateral axillary lymph nodes palpable but movable 

N2 - Homolateral axillary lymph nodes fixed to one another or to other 
structures 

N3 - Homolateral supraclavicular or infraclavicular lymph nodes movable or 
fixed or Oedema of the arm. 
Note: Oedema of the arm may be caused by lymphatic obstruction; in such 
circumstances lymph nodes may not be palpable. 


M - DISTANT METASTASES 


MO - No evidence of distant metastases 

M - Distant metastases, including skin involvement wide of the breast, 
involvement of the contralateral lymph nodes or breast and all cases with 
clinical or radiographic evidence of metastases to lungs, pleural cavity, 
skeleton, liver, etc. 


Stage groupings: 
The four stage-groupings are designated by the T.N.M. symbols as follows: 


Stage I - T1 NO MO 
- T2 NO MO 
Stage II - Tl Nl MO f 
= «12 Nl MO 


Stage III - Tl N2 or N3 MO 
- T2 N2 or N3 MO 
- T3 NO,N1,N2 or N3 MO 
- T4 NO,N1,N2 or N3 MO 


Stage IV - Any combination of T and N symbols including M. 


Hospital Regions: 

Not every hospital region has its own cancer registry, some share, but it is 
convenient to give figures on the basis of the hospital region of residence of the 
patient. The 15 hospital regions of England and Wales consist of aggregations of 
entire local authority areas, and are identical with the areas of regional hospital 
boards except where the boundaries of the latter divide local authority areas. Any 
such divided local authority is allocated to the hospital region containing the 
greater proportion of the population. The detailed composition of the hospital 
regions is published in the Registrar General’s Statistical Review of England and 
Wales for the year 1965,- Part I, pages xv to xviii. The changes in the local 
authority boundaries in 1965 affected the hospital regions only slightly and in these 
tables it has been assumed that they occurred on Ist January, 1965. 


Urban and Rural Areas: 

Urban areas include all county and municipal boroughs and urban districts as 
defined by the Local Government Acts. Rural areas are the rural districts as 
similarly defined. 


Popul ations: 

For the calculation of incidence rates in 1965 the estimated home population 
by sex and age in each hospital region as at 30th June, 1965 has been used - see 
The Registrar General’s Statistical Review of England and Wales for the year 1965, 
Part II, page 7. 


Cancer Incidence 1962-65 


The total number of cases registered in 1965 of persons resident in England 
and Wales was 142,855 of whom 72, 234 were males and 70,621 females, giving crude 
rates per 100, 000 of 311 for males and 288 for females. 

The age-specific rates for individual sites based on 1965 figures are given in 
Table 5, but in many cases the numbers involved are small. It would be better, for 
the purpose of comparisons with other countries, to combine the 1965 registrations 
with those for the previous three years. (See the Supplement on Cancer to the 
Registrar General’s Statistical Review of England and Wales for the three years 1962- 
1964, H.M.S.O. 1968). Before doing so it is of interest to compare the incidence in 
the four years. 

The Cancer Registration Scheme is a voluntary system, completeness varying 
from region to region, and within regions according to the enthusiasm and resources 
available from time to time. It is impossible to check on completeness without 
some form of independent ascertainment. This has been done in a few small studies 
\but never on a systematic basis. Some idea of coverage can be obtained by comparing 
registrations and deaths for some tumour with negligible survival and steady 
incidence. This was done in the 1962-64 Supplement using cancer of the oesophagus, 
and it was clear that efficiency in some regions is poor. This method is a rather 
uncertain check since registries are automatically notified by the General Register 
Office of cancer deaths and some are registered post hoc. The Hospital In-patient 
Enquiry might have served as a source of checking registration but unfortunately 
the form used in the Enquiry does not include the patient’s name. 


Registration rates for a given cancer are thus the product of several factors, 
all confounded with age, area and temporal differences: 


io The true incidence of the tumour 
2. The proportion treated in hospital 
3 The proportion so treated who are registered. 


On the whole we might suppose that the completeness of registration is 
increasing with time, and Diagram I lends support to this assumption. The short- 
term increase in rates is less marked in the longer established registries. 

The noticeable variation in the sex ratio, due chiefly to an increased male 
risk in some regions is not easily explained. The difference between the male rates 
in Newcastle and Leeds regions, for example, is seen at all ages and in most of the 
different sites of growth including lung, stomach, large bowel, and prostate. There 
is no apparent reason why better ascertainment in the Newcastle region, if that is 
the explanation, should be confined to the male sex. 

Table A shows the trends in the registration rates for particular sites in 
England and Wales as a whole. Crude rates (R) are given since standardising for 
age makes no material difference over the four year period. Rates (P) expressed as 
a percentage of the 1962 rate are an index of the trend in registration in the 
subsequent three years, but in view of the overall increase in registration it is 
probably better to look at Pl which is the P for a given site expressed as a 
percentage of the P for all sites. 

Registration of most sites seems fairly stable. Some of the trends are 
probably genuine reflections of known long term movements e.g. the reduction in 
cancer of the mouth and stomach in both sexes and the increase in lung cancer in 
women. The rise in registration of cancer of the cervix over the period is due 
entirely to the sharp increase in diagnosis of pre-malignant cases resulting from 
population screening. The increase in category 156 (M.N. of liver - secondary and 
unspecified) is compensated by the decrease in 155 (M.N. of biliary passages and 
liver, specified as primary), presumably caused by changes in coding, or in the 
precision of diagnosis in hospital records. The upward trend in registration of 
pancreatic malignancies is interesting as this is also to be found in mortality 
statistics and could indicate a real increase in incidence. Multiple myeloma, 
similarly, is increasing in both registration and mortality statistics. 

Table B combines the years 1962 to 1965 for registrations in England and Wales 
to give for each site an average annual rate in each sex-age group. For each site, 
for males and females separately, an age-standardised rate has been calculated based 
on the standard European population used in the recent report of the International 
Union against Cancer* (Doll, Payne and Waterhouse). The weights for the age- 
specific rates are the same for each sex as follows:

Table C shows these standardised rates per 100,000 for England and Wales (1962- 
1965), Denmark (1953-1957), Finland (1959-1961), Norway (1959-1961), Scotland (1963- 
1966) and Sweden (1959-1961). The figures for the Scandinavian countries are quoted 
from the U.I.C.C. report already cited, by kind permission of the authors. The 
Scottish figures were calculated from data supplied by the Scottish Home and Health 
Department. 

Finland has a high incidence of tumours of the lip, oesophagus and stomach, but 
low incidence of cancer of the large bowel. With the exception of the low figure for 
cancer of the lip in English males (which may be an artefact due to definition) and 
a possible switch between tumours of the large intestine and rectum, the rates for 
alimentary tract cancer are very much the same in Scotland and England and Wales. 

Cancer of the biliary tract and primary liver is more common in men than women 
in Denmark, Scotland and England and Wales, but the sex ratio is reversed in the 
other countries. The ratio is more stable for cancer of the pancreas. 

Tumours of the nose and larynx in males are more common in Finland and Britain 
than in the Scandinavian countries. This difference is probably due to differences 
in cigarette smoking and is also present in respect of lung cancer where the rate 
amounts to a fourfold difference for males. 

The incidence of cancer of the breast in females is remarkably low in Finland 
compared with the other countries in this group. The disparity is present at all 
ages. The general decline in incidence of this cancer from West to East has been 
described by Doll* (1967) who feels that differences in suckling and fertility 
cannot account for it. 

Cancer of the cervix uteri is unusually common in Denmark, and this is not 
apparently due to differences in demarcation of cervical from other uterine tumours. 
The finding is in keeping with that for mortality, Segif (1966). The incidence of 
cancer of the body and other parts of the uterus (ICD 172-174) and of the ovary and 
adnexa (ICD 175) are less variable from place to place and are almost equal in all 
six countries. 

The incidence of cancer of the prostate is high in Norway and Sweden, nearly 
twice as high as in Scotland, but comparison with age specific mortality figures 
suggests that this tumour is under-reported at older ages in some registries. The 
rates for testicular tumours are rather high in Denmark and Norway. The incidence 
of kidney tumours in Sweden is conspicuously high. 

Melanoma of the skin and tumours of the eye are relatively infrequent in 
Britain compared with Scandinavia, particularly in males. This could possibly be 
explained by differences in skin pigment. Other tumours of the skin are not reported 
in Norway and probably not fully reported in Sweden; in the other registries the 
rates are comparable with a male/female ratio of about 3/2, a little less in Finland. 

The incidence of brain tumours in Scotland seems rather low in both sexes. 

This could be due to difficulties in definition, but the deficiency seems to be 
present in the mortality data also. 

Cancers of the thyroid and other endocrine glands are apparently more frequent 
in Sweden than elsewhere but this excess is not seen to the same extent in mortality 
statistics and may be an artefact due to classification problems. 

Tumours of bone appear three times more frequently in Finnish males than else- 
where, and the incidence is also raised in females to a lesser degree. 

The solid reticuloses vary little in incidence but the registration rates for 
leukaemia are considerably lower in Britain than in Scandinavia. This difference is 
found in mortality statistics also but to a lesser extent.

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Cancer survival 1960-1965 

Table 14 gives crude and corrected 5-year survival rates for malignancies at 
selected sites registered in 1960. Minimum and maximum rates are shown in 
accordance with the recommendations * of the World Health Organisation. 

The registration data for 1960 are not fully computerised so that tables for 
any site are not readily available. Figures for six sites have been prepared from 
available material. When allowance is made for small numbers at some ages the 
survival of the two sexes from neoplasm of the large bowel, eye and bone differ very 
little (see Diagram II). Prognosis deteriorates with age in all but the bone 
tumours where children fare rather more badly than all but the most aged adults. 
The proportions of females surviving cancer of the breast are very similar to those 
surviving cancer of the cervix. How much of the poorer prognosis with age is due 
to delay in diagnosis is not easy to determine. [It is notoriously difficult to show 
the effect of delay statistically since the more malignant tumours may compel a 
patient to attend early because of more dramatic symptoms. This may be the 
explanation for the absence of downward trend in Diagram III which shows the crude 
5-year survival rates from 1960 registrations plotted against the interval from 
first symptom to seeking medical advice. 

Table 13 and Diagram IV show the survival over five years from 1960 of women 
with breast cancer whose growths were staged by the clinician according to the 
T.N.M. system. Three quarters of the women with tumours graded as T1 NO (early 
tumour with no involvement of lymph nodes) survived five years compared with only a 
tenth of the women with distant metastases (M1). The difference between the 
successive grades of tumour is seen as early as three years after treatment.
